Boston, Aug. 22.— ( A P ) —Sacco 
and Vanzetti in their cells today 
stood pat on their refusal of re­ 
ligion. They had slept seemingly 
well and appeared fairly strong. 
Their counsels meanwhile cov­ 
ered a large section of the East 
with the many attem pts to stave 
off the execution set for shortly 
after midnight. 
Counsel lost in its attem pt to 
g«4t intervention 
from 
Supreme 
Court Justice Taft and Supreme 
Court Justice Stone. 
There re­ 
mained 
Governor 
Fuller 
who 
starred hi s day in Boston silent as 
usual, and attem pts for a stay of 
execution in the state courts. 
Boston during the forenoon had 
no serious outbreaks of violence 
in Sacco-Vanzetti dem onstrations 
although 52 arrests were made 
when police broke up a picket line 
In front of the state house. 
Re­ 
ports from all over the world in 
dicated that the day was passing 
.similarly elsewhere. 
A line of pickets in a second 
demonstration grew reapidly and 
again police intervened. 12 arrests 
w ere made. 
A considerable crowd 
of spectators had gathered and 
some of them 
applauded 
when 
the police stepped in. 
Governor Fuller left his sum ­ 
mer home at Rye Beach this fore­ 
noon and reached the state house 


at ll o’clock. 
Sometime before 
his arrival a visit w a s paid to the 
executive offices at the state house 
by a committee of newspaper men

San Francisco. Aug. 22.— (Al*)—The aviation world, its eyes 
held westward, with a heart throb today watched aircraft, naval ves­ 
sels and merchant ships continue their intensive search in the tract- 
less wastes of the Bari fie for seven filers who flew down the air­ 
ways from Oakland toward Honolulu last week and have not been 
heard of since. 
Efforts of 58 natal vessels aided by the merchant craft steer­ 
ing a course along the 2.100-mile circle bettween San Francisco 
and Honolulu alter a six day search failed to reveal any trace 
of the three missing planes, the Miss Doran, the Golden Eagle 
and the Dallas Spirit. 
A faint flicker of hope regarding the plane carrying Mina 
Mildred Doran went up from Long Beach, California, last night 
when a carrier pigeon arrived there. 
At one time Miss Doran 
spoke of taking carrier pigeons on the flight and releasing them 
150 and 300 miles t ut in the Pacific, 
( heck on the marking of the 
pigeons revealed that it was a participant in a pigeon race and 
had no connection with the fliers.

the Bible Society, having been 
founded in 1836, and having been 
instrum ental 
in 
supplying 
the 
Bible to Armenians, Bulgarians, 
Greeks, Turks, and other peoples 
of the Near East in their own 
tongues and in millions of copies. 
The G ettysburg Bible Society, 
which was organized in 1847, is an 
auxiliary of the American Bible 
Society. 
Through these auxili­ 
aries, scattered all over the coun­ 
try, and through .Jhe gifts of 
churches and of individuals, the 
society raises its annual budget of 
over a million and a quarter dol­ 
lars. 
It is interdenominational, 
and is bound by its charter to cir­ 
culate the Bible “without note or 
comment.” 
Even in this country, 
it is astonishing to learn how 
many languages are represented 
in the demand for the Scriptures. 
There are 108 different languages 
on last year’s list of the Bible so­ 
ciety’s distribution right here in 
the United States. The total num­ 
ber of volumes circulated by this 
society in 1926 was over 9,900,- 
000. 
The so-called “hest sellers” 
of the hook-trade are ludicrously 
far behind the old Bible—and the 
demand for it does not stop but 
keeps continually growing, Doctor 
Boyd said.
